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PHASE III OWNERS ARE APPALLED 
BY MEDIA STORIES OF “APATHY”

The story of the rape of a young woman in Greenbelt 
made the front pages of area newspapers and the news pro¬ 
grams of local television and radio stations last week. But 
the “story” wasn’t the rape, it was the fact that two women 
admitted to Greenbelt police in later interviews that they 
had heard and ignored the young woman’s screams and her 
efforts to fight off her attacker. 


Police expressed their dismay 
that neither woman had done 
anything to help the victim, who 
was dragged from the entrance to 
her apartment through two rear 
doors in one building about 100 
feet away to a grassy area be¬ 
hind an adjacent building where 
she was repeatedly raped. 

The residents of the 30 condo¬ 
minium units in the two build¬ 
ings of Phase III feel unfairly 
criticized. Reading between the 
lines of the published newspaper 
articles, they say, one would 
come to the conclusion that 
Greenbriar residents are uncar¬ 
ing 2.4d apathetic. Interviews with 
more than a dozen of those resi¬ 
dents tell a far different story. 

Greenbelt’s most active organ¬ 
izer of a neighborhood crime 
watch, Dorothy Pyles, lives in one 
of the two buildings. The ma¬ 
jority of the residents, including 
four members of the Phase III 
board of directors, are active par¬ 
ticipants in the crime patrols. 
Others are at least passive par¬ 
ticipants. Pyles has made almost 
everyone aware of the goals of 
cr me watch and encouraged their 


participation. “There are prob¬ 
ably more people trained in 
Greenbriar Phase III than in any 
other segment of the commun¬ 
ity, M ventured Valerie Siegel, 
chairperson of the City Council's 
advisory committee on crime 
prevention, 

“We back Pyles 100 percent," 
said a neighbor. They respond to 
her proddings with warmth and 
respect One young man, when 
asked if he was an active mem¬ 
ber, said, “No. Dorothy won’t let 
me. I havn’t been trained yet." 
He plans to attend the next train¬ 
ing session on September 30. 

Pyles finds it inappropriate 
that the media’s focus was “not 
on catching the criminal . . , 
but on the two women. We know 
one another here and cannot en¬ 
vision (the reported lack of re¬ 
sponse). My neighbors are irate," 
she told the News Review, to .be 
made to look as though ‘they 
were unconcerned.” 

“People here cooperate and 
watch out for each other," said 
one resident after another. 

“Most of our homeowners are

Description of Assailant 
In Greenbriar Rape Case

In their continuing efforts to 
identify and locate the man who 
attacked and raped a young wo¬ 
man about 9 p.m. Monday eve¬ 
ning, September 15 in the Green¬ 
briar Phase III condominium de¬ 
velopment, Greenbelt police have 
prepared and are circulating a 
composite sketch of the rapist. 

According to city police, the 
19-year-old victim was grabbed 
from behind as she was preparing 
to unlock her condominium door 
in the 8000 'block of Mandan 
Road. She was dragged, scream¬ 
ing for help, through the rear 
building exit to a grassy area 
behind an adjacent building about 
100 feet away. Threatening that 
he had a knife and would kill 
her if she did not stop screaming, 
the assailant asked her if she 
had any money. When she told 
him she did not, he forced her 
to the ground, covered her head 
with a jacket she was carrying, 
and committed the rape. He then 
fled into the condominium com-

The problems and future 
of the Roosevelt Center were 
the subject of considerable 
discussion at the regular city 
council meeting on Septem¬ 
ber 15. On the one hand, 
council heard testimony 
from a victim of harrass¬ 
ment at the Center and on 
the other, they authorized 
the city staff to start the 
process of hiring a landscape 
architect for the Center re¬ 
design process. 


centers and parking lots, a copy 
of which has been given to the 
police chief. He said the city 
could also enforce noise ordin¬ 
ances, although this action would 
require a decibel meter. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White was concerned that efforts 
to enact further law T s to regu¬ 
late conduct could impinge on 
the rights of law-abiding citizens. 
According to White, “shabby 
buildings attract shabby people" 
and the problems of the Center 
would not be resolved until its 
appearance was improved. 


The issue of problems at the 
Center returned to council’s a- 
genda after a September 3 work 
session on the topic. Council 
unanimously approved a motion 
to direct the staff /to explore reg¬ 
ulations and procedures govern¬ 
ing improper conduct at the Cen¬ 
ter and to formally request 
through the Roosevelt Merchants 
Association that the merchants 
and their employees promptly re¬ 
port crime incidents to the police. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi re¬ 
ported on his research into the 
city’s powers. He cited a section 
of the Criminal Code of Mary¬ 
land dealing with the use of pro¬ 
fanity in mall areas, shopping 


Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram objected to White’s char¬ 
acterization of “our people" as 
shabby. She said the city should 
take actions to make people 
aware of the consequences of 
their actions, such as posting 
signs noting that certain actions 
are illegal and may result in po¬ 
lice action. Bram said that to 
be fair, the city can’t take any 
“sudden approach" in enforcing 
the laws. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said the 
problems are getting worse. Cit¬ 
ing complaints he has received 
that people are intimidated by 
groups of young people with 
loud radios and pornographic 


language, he said there is no jus¬ 
tification for the harrassment of 
Center patrons. But he also 
doubted that fixing up the Cen¬ 
ter would solve the problem, 
the tools to deal with people who 
Weidenfeld said the city needs 
the tools to deal with people who 
are not respectful of other peo¬ 
ple and the community, and that 
we have to have some police au¬ 
thority to deal with people who 
don’t respect other people’s 
rights. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
pointed out that despite all the 
references to “young people," in 
the incidents he was aware of, 
“We’re not talking about 13, 14- 
year-old kids," but rather about 
See COUNCIL, page 9, col.

Fund-Raising Arm of Museum 
To Hold First AnnualMeeting

Begun a litle more than one year ago, the Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) will hold its first annual 
meeting on Tuesday, September 30, in the City Council 
Chambers to elect persons to serve on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors for the next two years. 


FOGM was organized on Au¬ 
gust 25, 1985, at the home of its 
first president, Dorothy Sucher. 
At that meeting, the nine-member 
Board of Directors chose its of¬ 
ficers and adopted its bylaws. 
The original board members in¬ 
cluded Alan Virta, Toni Bram, 
Christina O’Boyle, Dorothy 
White, Don Volk, Norene Yoch, 
Sucher and Sandra Barnes. At 
that time, Sucher talked about 
“the challenging task of creat¬ 
ing Greenbelt’s museum." 

Facing that first board were 
several major challenges. The 
first was to raise $10,000 and 
the second to enroll 100 members 
during the first year. While 
FOGM has fallen slightly short 
of its first goal, the second has 
been exceeded. More than 200 
persons have joined FOGM while 
the group has raised nearly 
$ 8 , 000 . 

During its first year, FOGM 
led a major fundraising mail 
campaign. Brochures were de¬ 
signed and mailed to every resi¬ 
dent in the core city. Newspa¬ 
per ads brought in membership 
from Greenbelt east. An April 
dinner/dance gala — with food 
contributed by area restaurants

raised $1,500. A booth at this 
year’s Labor Day Festival at¬ 
tracted many people to talk about 
the museum. A few first family 
members stopped by to offer sup¬ 
port and original furniture once 
the museum opens. 

FOGM differs from the Mu¬ 
seum Subcommittee of the 50th 
Anniversary Committee in sev¬ 
eral respects. First, the Museum 
Subcommittee is a city-sponsored 
committee while FOGM is com¬ 
pletely independent with its own 
bylaws and board. The Museum 
Subcommittee will maintain mu¬ 
seum artifacts and furniture, ar¬ 
range programs and tours, and 
take care of day-to-day opera¬ 
tions. FOGM is charged with 
fundraising only. A separate non¬ 
profit organization became nec¬ 
essary to establish a tax exempt 
organization with fundraising 
capabilities. 

The challenge facing the new 
board in its second year is to 
maintain and increase its mem¬ 
bership, and to raise $10,000, 
through a series of fundraising 
efforts. With the acquisition of 
the house for the museum in the 
offing, and the city’s anniversary 
celebration in 1987, FOGM has 
high hopes for its second year. 
All members of FOGM are en¬ 
couraged to attend the annual 
meeting and learn more about 
the future of the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum.

The Greenbelt police report 
that in a series of early morning 
street robberies, all occurring in 
a space of about 45 minutes on 
Saturday, September 20, a rob¬ 
ber displaying a handgun vic¬ 
timized three lone women, his 
activities ranging from Mandan 
Road to Springhill Lake. All 
three victims were on their way 
home when robbed. 

Based on the description and 
actions described by the three 
victims, police believe all the 
holdups were committed by the 
same man. He was described as 
a dark-complected black man in 
his 20’s, 5’4’\ 140-150 lbs., with 
short curly black hair and wear¬ 
ing a blue sweat shirt with a 
hood, dark pants and a painter’s 
cap. 

The first incident occurred 
about 1:45 a.m. in the parking lot 
in the 7800 block of Mandan 
Road, where he accosted a 27- 
year-old woman. Threatening her

with a handgun, he removed from 
her purse, cash and a mace can¬ 
ister which she had been carrying 
for protection. 

In a second robbery at 2:08 
a.m. at the intersection of Cher- 
rywood Lane and Springhill Drive 
the victim was a 29-year-old wo¬ 
man, Again threatening her with 
a gun, he removed a wallet con¬ 
taining cash and credit cards 
from her purse. 

A short time later, at 2:20 a.m., 
in the 9200 block of Springhill 
Lane the third victim, a 20-year- 
old woman, was robbed by the 
same method, the robber taking 
money from her purse. 

None of the victims was in¬ 
jured.

Our pride in the community of Greenbelt took a severe 
blow this last week with an ugly incident that was reported 
in area newspapers and on television and radio news. A 
young woman in the Greenbriar development was accosted 
by a stranger as she put her key in the lock of her apart¬ 
ment door. The unknown man dragged her outside the 
building and raped her. Her screams went unreported, al¬ 
though Greenbelt police confirmed that those screams were 
heard by two of the young woman’s neighbors. 

Why did not one, but two, neighbors fail to report 
what they heard? Whatever their reasons, their judg¬ 
ments went against everything our police department has 
been pressing for in the crime watch programs “Call us! 
That is why we are here!” 

Greenbelters have been proud of the crime watch pro¬ 
grams that have pulled neighborhoods together and that 
have apparently been successful. The “Police Blotter” col¬ 
umn in this newspaper not infrequently notes that police 
were called by alert citizens. But the same column tells us 
that the peaceful days of years past are no longer with us, 
that big-city crime has invaded our community, and that we 
must all be constantly alert to what is going on around us. 

And then, when something suspicious is seen or heard 
we must CALL THE POLICE.

The residents of Green¬ 
briar are an exceptional group 
and should be applauded for their 
accomplishments in the commun¬ 
ity, and certainly they should be 
encouraged to continue their ef¬ 
forts.

caring people,” Pyles repeated at 
a later interview. “I don't know 
anybody that really heard it and 
didn't report/' 

The person who owns the 
apartment the victim was trying 
to enter was in the apartment at 
the time, according to Pyles, and 
heard nothing. Pyles and another 
resident were watching television 
in Pyles family room. They heard 
nothing. A resident across the 
hall from Pyles (but away from 
the scene of the crime) was in 
her apartment and heard nothing. 
Others interviewed by the News 
Review had not been at home 
that evening at the time of the 
rape. 

Police spokesman Pat McAn¬ 
drew, however, told the News 
Review that the police stand be¬ 
hind the charge that two women, 
in separate condominium units, 
had heard the “screams of a wo¬ 
man in desperation” and did not 
respond. They did not even look 
out the window to see what was 
happening, he added. The police 
are convinced that a prompt call 
could have averted the rape be¬ 
cause police response time to that 
area is only two to three min¬ 
utes. 

One resident did volunteer the 
opinion that “someone probably 
did hear and did not call the 
police.” 

Crime watch patrols were 
stepped up this week to ensure 
a feeling of safety for residents 
returning home after dark, said 
Pyles. Those who parked their 
cars any distance from their con¬ 
do entrances were escorted to the 
door. 

A number of residents this 
week have come to tell Pyles that 
they will attend her next train¬ 
ing session, 

“It was just the wrong place 
at the wrong time,” said a resi¬ 
dent, giving voice to the deeply 
felt irony of the incident in 
Phase HI.

According to Greenbelt police 
spokesman Pat McAndrew, po¬ 
lice investigators canvassing the 
building in an effort to locate 
witnesses found two residents in 
separate condominium units of 
the building in which the attack 
began who reported hearing the 
victim's screams but did not 
think at the time that it was im¬ 
portant enough to seek police 
assistance. McAndrew says both 
witnesses upon learning of the 
seriousness of the incident, were 
deeply remorseful at their fail¬ 
ure to summon help promptly and 
wished they had it to do over.

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Council Views First Video Annual 
Report; Election Changes Introduced

Greenbelt's video annual 
report made its debut at the 
September 15 regular city 
council meeting. Renee Ry¬ 
an, the Public Information 
and Communications Coor¬ 
dinator, and Michael Mc¬ 
Laughlin, the assistant city 
manager, created the idea. 

The lO-minute* report explained 
the programs, services, and 
achievements of Greenbelt from 
July 1, 1985 to June 30, 1986. It 
discussed the purpose of the city 
manager and his staff, the fin¬ 
ance department and the recre¬ 
ation department. It also told a- 
bout the Parks Division, Youth 
Services Bureau and the Teen 
Discussion Group. 

Both Bryan and McLaughlin 
received city manager’s awards 
for their efforts. 

Legislation 

A charter resolution was intro¬ 
duced specifically stating that 
council can meet in an Executive 
Session closed to the public. This 
action was taken in response to 
a recent court case involvng Col¬ 
lege Park where closed sessions 
were ruled illegal. Although the 
council's standing rules provide 
for executive sessions. City Solici¬ 
tor Robert Manzi advised council 
the Charter should be amended 
to specifically provide for execu¬ 
tive sessions. 

Three resolutions were intro¬ 
duced to effect the election chan¬ 
ges recently approved by council. 
The first would extend the terms 
of the council elected in 1987 to 
the first Tuesday following the 
first Monday in November, 1989 
and increase their pay propor¬ 
tionately. 

The second resolution would 
change the election date to the 
first Tuesday after the first Mon¬ 
day in November. The last would 
change the filing dates to reflect 
the later election date. 

Award 

Mayor Weidenfeld presented 
an award won by the city of 
Greenbelt, the certificate of 
Achievement for Excellence in 
Financial Reporting, Cas Prybyl, 
the director of Administrative 
Services and Finance Depart¬ 
ment accepted the presentation. 

The award is a certificate of 
conformance with generally ac¬ 
cepted accounting principles. It 
also commends excellence in fin¬ 
ancial reporting. 

Jefferson Bank Signs 

Council voted to ask the Jeffer¬ 
son Bank to reduce the number 
of signs from three to two for 
its new bank which will be open¬ 
ing soon in the Yorktowne Busi¬ 
ness Institute Building on Green¬ 
way Center Drive. The bank had 
originally proposed erecting four 
signs, three on the bank facade 
and one free-standing, illuminat¬ 
ed sign. According to City Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordin¬ 
ator Celia Wilson, the bank had 
agreed to drop one facade sign 
from its plans. Wilson gave her 
opinion that a case could be 
made for the three signs because 
they serve different functions: 
the large roof line facade sign 
would orient prospective custom¬ 
ers on adjacent roadways, the 
free-standing sign is meant to 
point drivers toward the building 
once they enter Greenway Center 
Drive, and the smaller, lower fa¬ 
cade sign identifies the entrance 
to the bank, Wilson emphasized 
that the city does not have a 


covenant giving it signage re¬ 
view. Nevertheless, the council 
chose to adopt the position of the 
Advisory Planning Board report 
which recommended only two 
signs for the bank. The position 
was adopted unanimously. 

Boards/Committees 

Council reappointed the Rever¬ 
end Kenneth Buker, Keith Cher- 
nkoff, Leta Ward, and Joseph 
Wilkinson to three-year terms on 
the Park and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board. These reappoint¬ 
ments had been deferred pending 
consideration of council policies 
on reappontmeut to advisory 
boards, Bram asked that these 
reappointments be removed from 
the consent agenda; when they 
were being approved, she took 
the opportunity to emphasize 
that it was “only incidental” that 
the reappointment of these PR- 
AB members was delayed by 
council’s policy deliberations and 
the delay had nothing to do with 
these specific board members. 

Nathan Shinderman was also 
reappointed to a four-year term 
on the Board of Elections. The 
council also accepted the resig¬ 
nation of Alan D. Freas, Jr. from 
the Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee.

Weidenfeld, Putens, Isaacs and 
White all supported the presence 
of “city authority” at the Cen¬ 
ter, Putens said that it is neces¬ 
sary to do more than just assign 
an officer to patrol the Center, 
that the officer must be given 
the tools with which to do some¬ 
thing. He expressed hope that 
Manzi would be able to provide 
them with some useful sugges¬ 
tions. 

Police Chief Francis Hutson 
did not address the council at 
this meeting; however, at the 
September 3 work session he op¬ 
posed assigning a foot officer to 
the Center, describing that as a 
waste. At the work session, 
Weidenfeld said the Center’s 
problems give the impression that 
the whole town is not safe, since 
the Center is “only a stone's 
throw” from the police depart¬ 
ment 

Several councilmembers, at 
both the work session and the 
council meeting expressed con¬ 
cern about witnessed or reported 
incidents where employees of 
Center businesses refused or 
failed to call police when crimes 
were occurring at the Center, 

Harrassment 

A resident of a Crescent Road 
apartment near the Center, who 
identified himself only as Cham¬ 
bers, said that a lot of the dis¬ 
turbances and noise has been di¬ 
rected against him. He said he is 
one of the few black people liv¬ 
ing along Crescent Road and has 
been threatened and harrassed 
with racial epithets to the point 
where he doesn’t feel safe going 
to the Center at night. He also 
deserbed the experience of a 
neighbor, also black, who was 
harrassed by people driving up 
onto private property and insult¬ 
ing him in his apartment. 

Bram, like other councilmem¬ 
bers, assured Chambers that pro¬ 
blems existed long before he 
moved to the city. But she said 
that these are “our people,” not 
outsiders, and hence are the 
city's responsibility. She said she 
wanted to work with the trouble¬ 
makers and educate them to a 
“changed attitude.” 

Chambers noted that his har- 
rasers were over 21 and ques¬ 
tioned whether the city could 
change the attitudes of people 
that old. * Yes, said Bram, she 
wouldn’t give up on anyone that 
young. She suggested involving 
Greenbelt CARES in the solu¬ 
tion. She asked Chambers for 
his suggestions. 

Chambers replied that “If in¬ 
stalling a police presence in the 
area when it is most needed is 
not the answer, then I'm afraid 


In addition to the motion men¬ 
tioned above, council unanimous¬ 
ly approved Putens’ motion to re¬ 
fer the racial incidents described 
by Chambers to the Community 
Relations Advisory Board. 

Manzi will acquire a copy of 
the court opinion overruling Po~ 
comoke City's anti-lointering or¬ 
dinance and expects to present 
council with information on en¬ 
forcement and possible new or¬ 
dinances at the next council 
meeting. 

Roosevelt Center’s Future 

In addition to directing the 
staff to begin the process of hir¬ 
ing a landscape architect to deal 
with the areas of city responsi¬ 
bility, such as sidewalks, streets 
and parking lots, council also di¬ 
rected the staff to explore the 
feasibility of establishing an ar¬ 
chitectural review board and to 
pursue the establishment of a 
parking district. 

According to Giese, the county 
ordinances contain procedures 
for exempting a parking district 
from the requirements of tihe 
zoning ordinance as it relates to 
parking spaces. Giese said the 
lot does not meet county stand¬ 
ards for existing uses 

The parking district, which 
Giese feels would be required to 
gain county approval for con¬ 
struction of the indoor pool in 
the center area, would have to be 
established by the county coun¬ 
cil- Under the motion, the staff 
would draft the required bill and 
submit it first to the city council. 

The motion passed on a 2 to 2 
vote. Weidenfeld, Putens and 
Bram voted for the motion, say¬ 
ing that they could make a bet¬ 
ter decision if they had a draft 
proposal before them. 

White felt the motion was pre¬ 
mature. Describing the report

as complex and a synthesis of 
several items, he said council 
should have a work session to 
discuss the Master Plan for the 
city and Giese’s critique of the 
Charette Plan. 

Isaacs supported the call for a 
work session. Isaacs and White 
both called for involvement by 
the owner and merchants of the 
Center. Isaacs also requested 
additional information in park¬ 
ing districts. 

A work session on the Roosevelt 
Center was scheduled for Octob¬ 
er 8. 

Other Actions 

In other actions the council: 
—Directed staff to negotiate with 
the owner of the unit sought for 
the museum to establish an ask¬ 
ing price. Further discussion of 
the museum and the report of 
the Friends of the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum was deferred to an October 
14 work session. 

—Accepted the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board’s report on the Belt- 
way Plaza development plan, pre¬ 
senting several recommendations 
concerning traffic flow, parking, 
signage and zoning.

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GUI Board Denies OK of SLSC Plan 
For Financing of Cooperative Marinas

At its September 11 meet¬ 
ing, the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. was 
faced with a proposal from 
the staff of the Share Loan 
Service Corporation to a- 
mend the SLSC bylaws and 
articles of incorporation. The 
amendments, if approved, 
would allow SLSC to finance 
a member's interest in any 
consumer cooperative. SL- 
CS is limited under its pre¬ 
sent bylaws to financing 
member units in housing co¬ 
operatives. According to a 
letter to the SLSC board 
members from Shekar Nara- 
simhan, President of SLSC 
and former GHI general 
manager, cooperative marin¬ 
as would be the type of con¬ 
sumer cooperative to be fin¬ 
anced in the immediate fu¬ 
ture. Narasimhan’s letter 
described these cooperatives 
as “an excellent market and 
business opportunity for SL¬ 
SC ... ” The letter conclud¬ 
ed that the proposed amend¬ 
ments would permit SLSC to 
lend money in any coopera¬ 
tive; however, it emphasized 
that, at this time, the SLSC 
staff seeks to lend only in 
cooperative marinas. 

GHI General Manager Ron 
Golton, who with member Bruce 
Bowman, represents GHI on the 
SLSC board, explained that SLSC 
wants to raise capital and per¬ 
ceives loans to marina members 
as an advantageous way to do so. 
He emphasized that although SL¬ 
SC makes money on housing 
loans, the present point spread 
on its loans does not generate 
any real infusion of capital. The 
original $450,000 capital stake 
which started SLSC now funds 
only about one week's worth of 
loans at the present rate of lend¬ 
ing, Colton said. 

Additional capital is needed, 
he explained, to hold delinquent 
loans or loans which Federal Na¬ 
tional Mortgage Association (F- 
NMA) will not buy and to enable 
SLSC to retain loans which of¬ 
fer a steady stream of income. 
He also pointed out that SLSC 
has to carry loans for about 60 
days before it gets paid for them 
by FNMA and this delay requires 
capital. 

Colton outlined the alternatives 
for raising capital as a “capital 
call" on the present .Class B (vot¬ 
ing) stockholders or the sale of 
additional Class B stock. The 
capital call would require the 
present partners to put up addi¬ 
tional money; the sale of addi¬ 
tional voting stock would dilute 
the vote influence of the present 
stockholders. At present, the 
National Cooperative Bank (NC- 
B) has two representatives on 
the board of SLSC, GHI has two 
and the National Cooperative 
Business Association (NCBA) 
has one. 

Colton said that he recommend¬ 
ed approval of the proposal as a 
“pure business" decision; the con¬ 
cern, he said, is what the mission 
of SLSC ought to be. During the 
ensuing discussion, Director Ray 
McCawley said he thought the 
GHI membership, when it voted 
to authorize participation in 
SLSC, intended that only housing 
would be financed. Director Janet 


Cantwell broke the question down 
into two parts: (1) Does the 
board have the authority (from 
the membership) to approve such 
a change and (2) does the board 
want to do so? Colton said that 
the GHI counsel had indicated 
that the board has the authority 
to approve such a bylaws a- 
mendment providing SLSC's main 
business remains financing of 
housing. Colton assured the board 
that approval of the bylaws a- 
mendment would not change the 
main business of SLSC. 

Some board members criticized 
the efficiency of present SLSC 
operations. Director Andrea 
Haslinger said she would “like 
to see SLSC get its act together 
before it expands." President 
Margaret Hogensen, who also sits 
on the NCB board, explained 
that NCB feels some activities 
should be undertaken to make 
money. Member Nat Shinderman 
pointed out that undertakings 
which have a moneymaking po¬ 
tential also have a money-losing 
potential. 

The SLSC staff had asked for 
unanimous consent of the stock¬ 
holders so that the amendments 
could go into effect before the 
next regular meeting of the SL¬ 
SC board in October. On a mo¬ 
tion by Director Debbie Hart- 
wick, the GHI board, however, 
voted 6-0-1 to instruct its two 
representatives to oppose the by¬ 
laws change. (Director Nancy 
Hutchins abstained and Director 
Mac VViriek was unavoidably ab¬ 
sent.) Hogensen also recommend¬ 
ed that a letter be written to 
SLSC explaining the reasons for 
the decision and suggesting that 
any such future proposals have 
some limitations placed on them. 

In Colton's report to the board, 
he indicated that NCB and NC¬ 
BA had already approved the pro¬ 
posal. After some investigation 
of the SLSC bylaws, it became 
clear that the bylaws and the 
articles of incorporation can be 
changed by a simple majority of 
the SLSC board at a regular 
meeting. Therefore, GHl's re¬ 


fusal to approve the proposal will 
delay the proposed changes but 
it is possible that GHl’s two 
representatives on the SLSC 
board may be outvoted at the 
regular meeting in October. 

Larger Townhouse Loan 

Colton reported that the reha¬ 
bilitation loan on the larger 
townhomes was closed on Sep¬ 
tember 11. The interest rate on 
the 15-year, fixed-rate loan is 
11.31%, 

Other matters dealt with by 
the board included a change in 
the policy concerning existing ex¬ 
terior vent pipes. The Aesthet¬ 
ics and Environment Committee 
some time ago had recommended 
continued enforcement of the 
regulations prohibiting exterior 
vent pipes and requiring that 
existing vent pipes be removed 
prior to resale A minority A&E 
report, however, pointed out that 
it would be unfair to require a 
member to pay for removal of a 
vent pipe which was already pre¬ 
sent when the member bought the 
unit and which GHI had failed 
to have corrected at an earlier 
resale inspection. 

In effect, the board agreed with 
the minority report. On a mo¬ 
tion by Haslinger, it voted 5-2 
that existing exterior vent pipes 
may remain if they conform to 
county codes; any pipe installed 
after September 1, 1986 must be 
removed prior to resale. The mo¬ 
tion was opposed by Directors 
Wayne Williams and Nancy Hut¬ 
chins. Hutchins explained that 
she believes that vent pipes in¬ 
stalled by members who deliber¬ 
ately ignored the regulations 
should not be “grandfathered." 

Maintenance Criticized 

Member Lola Skolnik appeared 
before the board to present prob¬ 
lems she has encountered with 
the maintenance department. She 
used problems with the trim paint 
program to illustrate what she 
called disorganization and lack 
of communication in the mainte¬ 
nance department. She said that 
she has lived in the GHI com¬ 
munity for nine years and has 


“witnessed a decline in the qual¬ 
ity" of maintenance in that time. 
She suggested that a committee 
look into the problem and decide 
“whether the maintenance de¬ 
partment is a viable entity." 

This complaint evoked several 
other horror stories of workmen 
showing up, cleaning one gutter 
on a unit and then disappearing, 
workmen who failed to call ahead 
(as requested) before coming to 
a unit housing a dog and then 
leaving a note saying the work 
could not be done because of the 
dog. and other similar complaints. 

In reply to a suggestion about 
getting feedback from the mem¬ 
bers, Assistant General Manager 
Steve Wright said that a re¬ 
sponse card used to be left with 
each work order but only four or 
five cards were returned per 
month. Recently a questionnaire 
has been used periodically to try 
to get member feedback. Direc¬ 
tor Charles Hess suggested that 
guidelines for making an imme¬ 
diate complaint be put on the 
work ticket. In defense of the 
maintenance department, Shin¬ 
derman pointed out that the per¬ 
centage of complaints is small 
considering that some 13,000 
work tickets are written each 
year. Skolnik, however, maintain¬ 
ed that member response is poor 


because members have “given 
up" on GHI maintenance. 

On the subject of trim paint, 
Hartwiek pointed out that paint 
is peeling so badly that GHI real¬ 
ly needs a sanding program as 
well as a painting program. Wil¬ 
liams spoke of the need for a 
corrective maintenance program 
and a preventive maintenance 
program. Finally, the Audit Com¬ 
mittee suggested that it would 
take on the task of investigating 
complaints about maintenance 
and trying to recommend reme¬ 
dies. The board seemed more than 
willing to have the committee 
take on the job. 

Hearing on Parking Policy 

The date for the membership 
hearing on the proposed new 
parking policy is Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 29 at 8 p.m. The hearing 
will be held in the council room 
at the Municipal Building. 

Janet James, chairperson of the 
Audit Committee, announced that 
Beverly Colvin had resigned from 
that committee because she is 
leaving the area. She said the 
audit committee would be ad¬ 
vertising for a replacement 
member. Interested members are 
urged to submit their names to 
the committee by October 6, she 
said.
